And that goes for all four sides. 
It may have been the studio 
material that firs! incurred the 
GiFlan wrath bul the live 
recordings mixed by, yes, Steve 
Smith proved no more appealing 

"It was balanced all wrong.' 1 he 
explains. “I said the Sieve- make 
Sure you can hear the audience', 
and that's about all you can hear, 
ft s just like 0 huge hippo 
wallowing as tar as the sound S 
concern ed," 1 

Up until recently the band 
placed Ihe emphasis on 
performing rather than recording 
and didn't pay a great deal of 
attention lo the production side 
of things, handled tor a long time 
within the Gillan camp. The aim 
was simply to capture the 
rawness and Spontaneity ol a gig 
on vinyl, an approach most 
exhaustively explored on The 
Maelstrom' (the B side of 
Mutually Assured Destruction') 
where hey, tempo and structure 
were decided over a brace ol 
swift halves and Ihe end result 
let! lo stand without the 
assistance ol overdubs 
Eventually, however, ihe lime 
came for a re-think 

"As a result ol growing 
maturity within the band you 
reach a Stage where you tee! an 
element of control; you re no 
longer fighting and struggling to 
come lo grips with your own 
identity and the music you're 
trying lo play, It's a wonderful 
moment when you get there, 
though you know you've gol a 
very short time to capitalise on It 
■artistically, which is why for the 
last album we started thinking 
seriously about using a 
producer. 

“Now l 1 ye noth ing aga i nsl 
Sieve, he's a great guy lo work 
With, very professional, but he's 
really been involved with 
different kinds of music (Robert 
Palmer, Bob Mar ley) and I don 1 
think he quite understood what 
we were trying to do. It jusl didn’t 
work." 

A FTER the experience of 
‘Double Trouble', Ian was 
sorely tempted to give tip 
with outside producers bui Virgin 
Records with wham he enjoys a 
comfortable working 
relationship, persuaded him, to 
persevere. Mig k GI as sop. 
responsible tor the production 
on the forthcoming Gillan album 
'Magic', due for release On 
September 17. WAS their 
suggestion and. while the other 
major artistes on his worksheet 
(Trank Zappa. Van Morrison, The 
Skids) certainly don't come 
under the HM banner, Ian’S more 
than happy wllh ther&SUlt9 
heard the mixes yesterday 
afternoon and I phoned him up 
and said: u s the besi vocal 
sound I've ever had'. He's a great 


producer He picks the stones 
out ol your path and he’s gat this 
marvellous ability to act as a 
catalyst and I urn things in 
exactly the righl direction. Belore 
entering the studio we spent two 
weeks arranging and rehearsing 
the new material fen a village hall 
on the south coast and he even 
came down for that so he'd be 
with the songs from their 
conception. I can say with some 
confidence lhat I wouldn't want 
to record again without him." 

The next single, one of nine 
tracks on fhe new L P, is Living 
Fot The City', a cover of the 
Stevie Wonder song, becked with 
'Purple Sky' and 'Breaking 
Chains', two homegrown 
compositions that won't appear 
anywhere else. Halter Skelter' by 
The Beatles and 'Smokeslack 
Lightning by howiio' Wolf have 
also been given Ihe full Gillen 
treatment bul, for the moment at 
least, they won't be transferred 
onto vinyl. 

4r Y’know, Ja nick (Gerlj had 
never even heard ol Helter 
Skeller'," recalls Ian, still 
incredulous, "and discussing 
Smokestack Ligmning was like 
talking aboul a Napoleonic 
campaign. That's how historical 
it is in his eyes, yal everything he 
plays is based on those roots.’' 

Ian's no doubt right on that 
score bul Ihe way the Gil Ian 
guitarist compose* himsell 
onstage — hi 5 mannerisma and 


stylised flurries — shows 3 clear 
debt lo Black more too. 

Well, (think he sa 
combination of Black more and 
Page, cos Page docs lhal 
haemorrhoid kick Bul he's a 
great technician also. He S learnl 
how to play his guitar properly." 

It's, row almost 14 months 
Since Janick Gers replaced 
Berme Torme al Gillan's right 
hand a nd, wit h the ghosl of h I s 
predecessor firmly and firslly 
exorcised, he s starting to have 
more of an influence on the 
writing side — in terms of quality 
ft not quantity. His role, and lhat 
of the other band members, is to 
provide the basic musical input 
to which Ian, hopefully inspired 
by whal he hears, adds the lyrics. 

"I do them In the khazi at the 
studio/ 1 he explains matt#r-of- 
factly. "'ft takes about an hour.. I 
go and have a dump and ideas 
usually come 

Go you start with a title? 

"No, I start with noises, 
percussive sounds; I StaH 
singing gibberish. Then, when 
I’ve got some kind ol phrase 
structure and the metre of the 
verse worked out, l do a kot of 
notation and start on the sublets 
matter. When that's decided I just 
wrrle about a page of a slory to 
get the ideas out, ihe colour and 
the pictures, then go back to my 
riffles on Ihe metre and Ihe 
phrasing and start looking tor 
musical wards because you can't 
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take poetry and ihori stories and 
put them to music. It tSoe#rr( 
work -’ 1 

T HE day after our 

conversation GUIan the man 
and Glllan the band were 
heading eastwards to Bangkok, 
Kuala Lumpur and Manilla. The 
plan was Simple enough In 
theory: to play a couple ol shows 
In each place in venues ranging 
from six to 40.000-seatEra, the 
largest being the hall In Manilla 
which housed one of the All* 1 
Frazier confrontations ('the 
thriller in . .'), but In practice It 
resulted in much protracted, 
often bizarre negotiation. 

■First of ail you have to submil 
the programme you re going to 
do to the Ministry Of Culture who 
check ak the lyrics to make sure 
you haven't got any subversive 
traits. Then you have to send 
over press clippings, both 
domestic and international, end 
they have them translated as 
well, and when they've okayed all 
that they look at your picture. We 
got this message back saying 
that we d been approved for 
Kuala Lumpur and that they were 
goi ng to rubber-stain p ou r v i sa s . 
but just one last thing and I hat's 
'non# of fhe band boys hair must 
f#ft on their shoulders though 
they wilt be allowed to pass 
through customs it thsy ite if up 
or wear a hat to conceit ft * 

This regulation, stringent 
though It may be. was of little 
concern lo gloss-top John 
McCoy but Ian, lee ling I hat he 
might fust have a problem, has 
fils moves already plotted- 
“As soon as we land I'm gonna 
freak out my hair and have it 
going straight up in the air. 11 he 
confides, determined not to 
suffer the fete of manager Phil 
Barlleld who decided lhat a 
Samson specie! was the only 
sure way lo gain entry. Draslic 
stuff, you’ll! agree. 

This initial rigmarole aside, 
however, me more obscure 
Eastern countries can prove 
something of a haven tor rOCk 'n' 
roll bands. The poverty, reflected 
in the lact that 75 per cent of the 
tickets for the shows are virtual 
giveaways st 35 penes each. Is a 
none too pleasant reality but the 
prevailing attitude to rOpk music, 
s good deal less cynical and 
blase lban In (he West, does 
something to be lance this Out- 
“There's a wonderful sense of 
Innocence about lhe whole 
thing,” says Ian, “if a highly 
motivating. Vou don't have lo be 
too guarded with what you say 
You can talk lo people and tell 
them honestly how you feel, 
which Is what I try lo do anyway, 
but half the lime with Western 
media people you feel there's a 
kind of entrapment thing going 
on. There’s this deep suspicion 
ot the music business as a 
WhO Ml" 

It's not surprising, therefore, 
that Ian he ant picked up a music 
paper In well over a year. He used 
to keel through them at one point 
but. harking back to the 
aforementioned cynicism, he 
feels that they're no longer doing 
enough to support and nurture 
Brill sn rock bands, As far as ha's 


concerned the letter are the beat 
in the world, though he's less 
complimentary about British jazz 
and, in particular, British brass 
and string sections on Ihe 
general .session circuit- Having 
had a greet many In his King sway 
studio over the past Id years 
they've become something of a 
person 51 bele-nolr*. 

“They’re highly unionised and 
highly boring; their altitude is 
p&th&tfc. They turn up, sit down, 
open thalr Playboys, wall for ihe 
MD to arrive then run through It 
They eventually get It, It'S in time 
just In key fust, oul Its done 
with not an ounce of feeling. 

Al roc I ous ., 

By the time you read this the 
bond should have completed 
their Eastern dates and Ian will 
either be attending business 
meet Inga In the States {his 
albums"have Still to be released 
there though he's toured the 
country a handful of times with 
Glllan and 32 times overall!}, or 
ensconsed at hli 
studio producing a Finnish 
group called Zero Nine. That 
should keep him busy uni 11 
August 21 and Lilian's debut 
Oonlnglon appearance, a second 
on the bill slut to Quo though it's 
likely that his name will lure as 
many into the festival mire as the 
headliners, after which he's otf to 
Europe for 15 shows in Italy — 
under canvas. 

“The Italians go completely 
apesh!t l l, he says,, with a hint of 
relish. W Wher* they walk OUt they 
leave the halls completely bare, 
they go crazy, so the promoters 
find (hat the best way lo keep Ihe 
damage down is to hold the gigs 
In circus lents - 1 love playing 
them, E suppose It’s a romantic 
thing Ins way." 

B oisterous ebullience isn't 

the sole preserve ot fiery- 
veined Lai ins, however. 
Following John McCoy's 
production activities with a 
Yugoslavian band of 
unpronounceable title, the 
country has elevated him to folk 
hero status and far from sedate 
'Slavs roar Glllan on with a 
manic, if somewhat passe, 
fervour, hen recounts his exploits 
them with an a If ol disbelief. 

■ The time before last we were 
playing to some B-9.0DD people in 
an Indoor Wembley-type arena, It 
was b televised gig, and there 
was one group of kids down the 
front w ho' d obviously just 
received the 1976 Melody Maker 
end learnt that spitting was the 
latest thing. They were standing 
there gobbing all over me and 1 
don't like being spat al under any 
circumstances. They were 
laughing end joking but I was 
going 'watch ft, I'm gonna have 
you 1 , cos ihere was phlegm flying 
everywhere, it was foul. 

|L Anyway, there was about a six 
toot gap between the stage and 
the barrier and in the end I Just 
leapt across and into the 
audience, I got the fellow 
responsible but the next thing I 
know the music's slopped and 
■ here's this big punch-up going 
on down the front — we’re ell 
slugging away, the crowd's 


cheering and th# cameras are 
zooming in, It was ridiculous, ft 
turned from a rock concert Into a 
brawl, and just that very evening 
someone had naked us If we ever 
have any trouble at bur concerts 
and we'd say: no we gel no 
fights at all’ . . . jusllhe ones I 
starts 

Clearly there was nothing 
amiss with the Glllan constitution 
on that occasion but there've 
been times when his 
performance onstage has been 
blighted by III ness. At the atari ol 
the last British lour, for example, 
he was struck so low that he 
could barely remember Ihe lyrics. 

"Well, you can pick up various 
bugs In your system which ile 
dormant until iheyTe triggered 
off either by 10 nights of 
debauchery or a simple thing like 
a cold, but I've lust had a 
complete check-up and bwn 

K ao Bed fully fit; even my 
caring's grade one, believe It or 
not'' 

This finding is actually 
something pi a v iodic alien for 
lan, giving him the chance to say 
I told you so . to one of Ihe top 
ear specialists In the country. 

The latter assured him some time 
ago that prolonged exposure to a 
fuIl-tilr Marshall blaze would 
inevitably make lip-reading a 
necessity and. while the aural 
efficiency Of Lem my end Ted 
|what?) Nugent would seam to 
bear him out* Ian remains 
unmoved. 

"I can hear things only dogs 
should hear," he claims proudly. 
"I think rock music might 
damage your ears If you don't 
listen to It regularly because 
sometimes it'sbruiel, when 
everyone's whacking it out ft'a 
like a body blow. But I've got this 
theory that it you know when it's 
gonna happen there's probably 
some kind ot muscle In the ear 
that tends to move it about- After 
playing with consistently loud 
groups — i mean they're 
consistently quiet as well but 
when they're loud they're very 
loud — I can hear everything." 

While Smpke On The Water’ 
looks sura lo hold Its place In the 
Glllan set ( rt 1 can’l imagine doing 
a show without singing 


Smoke"’}, It's clear that 
following the release Of Magic' 
some of the older songs will ha ye 
to be eased out to make way for 
the new material. The sel could, 
of course, be extended but &s far 
as Ian's concerned 90 minutes Is 
the optimum length ol time for a 
bard lo be onstage. 

"I've thought a bom this fur 
years .' 1 he says. "Any lege and 
you re not doing <t properly and 
any more - - - It’s all very well that 
American fellow playing lor four 
hou rs, 1 forget h I a nn me . ." 

Bruce Springsteen? 

11 Yeah, that s Ihe one, but 
rock music far me is so physical 
II'a not true- And I don’t mean 
jumping up and down, l |ust 
mean pushing everything 
outside from ihe Inside. Thai's 
the delivery required of rock 
music from my point of view If 
I'm not crawling away on my 
hands and knees after a gig then I 
haven't done it right." 

E ARLY in his career, with 
Episode SI it. Is n found 
himself playing sllnls pffpur 
and seven minutes on a Dusty 
Springfield'Alan Price 'package 
show', but with Deep Purple it 
was almosf always an hour and a 
hall onstage. 

Today, a reunion on Ihe 
boards for a similar length ol 
time would certainly provide the 
Mk II personnel with a good deal 
more than Their early seventies 
income and, while the thought 
has often crossed Ian's mind, 
there ere no plans he's aware ol 
to gel Ihe band back together. 

■Tf It did happen, ft would have 
to be a Molly spontaneous thing 
decided by the guys in the band. 

It s not something business men 
or record companies could put 
together because then It would 
be garbage, rubbish. And If 
would have to be brilliant — Ihe 
pride alone would see to that. If 
everyone got together and 
thought 'bloody hell, what's 
going on here, he's changed, 
look at ihe state ot him 1 , then I 
think we d quietly shrink gtt 
somewhere and carry on with 
what w# were doing.

1970 they have settled Into a reasonably stable format and released 
a single on an Independent label, a double-A aide entitled 'No Point 
Runntn'TSucker For Your Love' which is nothing short of 
blistering and a remarkable achievement for lads whose average 
age is only 20. The single came about as a direct result of a change 
of management, the bend thus finding suitable financial backing 
from someone who believed In their ability. (The sin g le Is available 
from Tees Beat Records, 70 Roeeberry View, Thomaby, Cleveland, 
for £1 int. p.&p.) 

Their musical credentials ere similarly impressive Including a 
support slot at the Gateshead Festival which billed such luminaries 
as Trust, Budgie and Limelight, and the production of a video for 
the Tyne Tees TV programme Check it Out with no Point 
Runnln", Unfortunately the show le not networked, so the rest of 
us are unlikely to ever get the chance to see It- They have also 


appeared w(th Verdis and Raven as wall as getting twu l rack s on a 
Northern Heavy Metal compilation album called 'Roxcallbur*. 

The band cite iron Maiden, Van Helen end Pat Travers as major 
influences which should give you a reasonable idea as to their 
musical direction and sound.

1 are days spent in the Radio One otlices sitting 
through new releases, sorting oul archive mat 
eria and feeding Ihe mart as well as the more 
administrative things like paperwork and booking 
oands tor live sessions. Tommy Vance looks in 
during the week but il s not until Thursday after¬ 
noon we both sit down and compile the program¬ 
me from all the ideas we've had over the last 
seven days 

Working it out is like a huge jugging act. it's 
done fay Feel really. We strike a healthy balance 
between old favourites ana things a little ess ob¬ 
vious As wetl as acknpwledinc the presence of 
the best new releases. The Friday Rock Show 
grew out or A»an Freeman's old Saturday after¬ 
noon programme (Which I also produced) and in 
retrospect w« did a good job keeping the 'rock 
flame alive during: the punk era. 

“The Friday Rock Show started in November 
197B end $oon became predominantly Heavy 
Metal because the music became such a signifi¬ 
cant factor on the rock scene But I like to think we 
casi our net a little wider and play things which the 
average Ian might not immediately associate with 
Heavy 8 Metal but actually Iris m quite wel We get 
a comtortable amount of mail, a lot of which 
shows our audience listens very attentively be¬ 
cause they often Chase Up mtornialiun on the 
more unusual records they ve hoard Bui il we Fol 
lowed the majority of requests then we'd -end up 
notQfity programming ‘Freebitd' and 'Stairway To 
Heaven' alt the time' but with a narrow and con¬ 
servative show too 

"People only write m lor what they know and 
like. Bui they II rover know 8 whether ftiey'H tike 
anything else until they've heard il. Sc program¬ 
ming Ibe show becomes vory much a question of 
balancing the Heavy Metal market with your own 
tasle and the wisdom of your experience Conse¬ 
quently the show does vary a bit from week to 
week depending largely on the nature of the new 
releases l - they're mostly hard and heavy than I'll 
try Ip nffsat [hern with material which is a little 
lighter and spacier. And vice versa, 

I 'VE never realty thought hard about the Friday 
Rock Show s cental'll but we? centre on the Iron 
Maidens. Saxons, and AC/DCs of this wodd 
with the really heavy hands like MrjtnrhPFwl at one 
extreme and spacey stuff like Tangerine Dream 
or Ero at the other But then there ere the Amer¬ 
ican bands like RED BpeetSwaqon, Toto Or Santa¬ 
na. They're not really Heavy by Bntash standards 
but they fit the format well 
Then there's more 'traditional' acts like Ry 
Gouder, Little Feat, John Martyn or Floy Harper. 
They may not be Heavy Metal but they represent 
vital elements in rock. II I had more airtime I'd like 
to be able to expand just a little more into those 
broader areas 

"Records apart we also broadcast two live ses¬ 
sions a week, one by a current band and one from 
the BBC s archives, ft often transpires I've worked 
on both even Ihqugh Ihere may be 10 years be¬ 
tween them. Traditionally t'vo always produced 
Radio One's rock sessions at our Mairia Vale stu¬ 
dios- l was an engineer there in the late sixties 
when we were recording bands for the old John 
Pee! shew, and I still do one session a week lor 
him be§*de$ my Friday Rock Show commitment. 

"About once a month I have a dear out at ah the 
cassettes which are sent in fay young hopefuls 
trying Ip gel a session on the show. I prcler to use 
unsigned bands not because we're acting as a 
bridge between new hands and the record indus¬ 
try but more because we otter thorn an alternative 
means of exposure 1o the Heavy Metal audience 
But choosing wtic I have on is something of an 
arbitrary decision. Sometimes I frnd myself mak-

it's normally only bigger acts who ask to release 
their Friday Rock Show sapes I'm thinking of peo~ 
pie like Steve Hacked. UFO., Slade and Samson 
The live tracks on Gillan's 'Double Trouble' album 


wars recorded at the Reading Festival in conjunc¬ 
tion witn the Friday Show VVeVe taken a mobile 
down to Reading for the last tow years although 
it's always, a tut touch aod go as to whether head- 
liners allow themselves to be recorded They're 
always a little wary about public broadcast of a 
performance that may not be quite up to scratch 
Down the bill ol course, everybody is realty keen! 

“We also released a Friday Hock Show album 
last November on BBC Records, Thai proved ig 
be a bit of a headache. I ended up tiavmg to orga¬ 
nise just about everything to do with the sleeving 
and art-work, the press end promotion, as wall as 
compiling it from sessions we d done that year 
with bauds tike Sweet Savage. Witchtynde, l asi 
Flight. Black Axe Demon. Kofo. Diamond Head 
and SpwJer. As a result Diamond Head and Spider 
asked me to produce their records i did a couple 
of singles Sor Diamond Head and an album Tor 
Spider which should be out on RCA soon. 

'The BBC are quite positive about me doing 
freelance production work. They probably think 
it's good ipr Radio One's image to have one ol 
their producers sough! after in ihe outside wortd 
But they make certain rules — one oF which is I'm 
not allowed io programme anything I've produced 
land thereby have a financial interest in) Missing 
out on a Rock Show play is unlikely to make much 
difference to worldwide sales because wo rarely 
air a single mote than once anyway and the num¬ 
ber qF albums in a year which have had mgre than 
iwu tracks broadcast could probably bo counted 
on the fingers of two hands Bui it is a factor lo be 
considered because ir it's Heavy Metal and it can't 
be played on our show then it's highly unlikely to 
crop up- anywhere else on Radio One!"
